WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The past week has been a rather quiet one in the canned 
goods market. The expected developments in the tomato 
market failed to materialize, though there was some buying, 
amounting in the total to fair-sized amount of business. The 
orders have been small, but frequent, showing that the buyers 
are in need of supplies as ordered. ‘This steady drain on the 
supplies—and this is true of all lines—is having a decided 
effect upon the amounts in hand, although it is not produc- 
ing any advance in the market prices. 

Attention has’ been frequently called to the condition of 
the tomato market, and the fact that supplies are not as 
heavy as many suppose. With a continuation of this steady 
buying, there must soon come a time when the supplies will 
be found in such small compass as to compel a rapid advance. 
This would be but a repetition of what has happened on a 
number of other occasions. 

Old traders will recall that the record price on canned 
tomatoes—$1.60, reached during July, 1902—was preceded by 
a condition somewhat similar to that existing today. A glance 
back at those conditions may not be uninteresting. The pack 
of tomatoes in the year 1899 was reported as 7,200,000 cases, 
and the market dropped down to very low figures, being 
quoted on January Ist at 65c. The pack of 1900, as a con- 
sequence of these low prices, was cut down to about $5,500,000 
cases, and prices slowly recovered. The first of the following 
year, January, 1901, found the tomato market quoted at 72%4c. 
to 80c. A still further cut was made in the tomato pack of 
1901, the total being reported ‘at 4,268,211 cases. These two 
years of light packs had the effect of changing the prices on 
No. 3 standard tomatoes from 70c. to 72%ec. on July 1, 1901, 
to $1.05 to $1.10 on November Ist, 1901; but the interval was 
marked by an apathy on the part of buyers—and shared in by 
the canners—that it seemed impossible to overcome. Finally, 
however, somebody listened to our constant repetition that 
stocks were practically exhausted, and the goods were worth 
more than they were bringing, and there was a rush to cover.

The result was a market that shot up like skyrockets, ending, 
as we have before stated, just before the opening of the new 
packing season, with the highest prices ever recorded for to- 
matoes at $1.00 per dozen. 

It will not be surprising to our readers to know that after 
such a figure, the see-saw dipped the other way and a pack 
of over 9,600,000 cases of tomatoes was made.in the year 1902. 
Of course, prices followed in the downward trend, but not to 
the extent that would have reasonably been expected. In 
fact, it was not until 1904 that prices got back imto the 70s.

Corn needs no such consideration as this, for the prices 
are even now gradually rising, Harford County standard 
corn is now quoted at 80 cents, with evergreen corn quoted at 
82% cents, shoepeg corn standard is also quoted at 80 cents, 
with extra at 85 cents and fancy at &7!. cents. Corn, how- 
ever, will come in this consideration from the danger there 
is of its pack being overdone next season. It begins to look 
as if there would be a rush to pack corn this coming season, 
and if this materializes there will be a corresponding drop in 
the market that will land the corn canners where they were a 
vear or two ago. 

Peas have come in for some consideration this week. and 
as a consequence there has been a dropping out of the lowest 


quotations, and a general hardening in prices. ‘The spring 
demand seems to be setting in, and as we have before said, 
we will not be surprised to see much better prices in the 
very near future. Here also the supplies on hand in the 
grades most desired may prove a surprise to some of the 
buyers. 

The new asparagus prices are of interest to jobbers, and 
that they are cheaper this yvear-than formerly should cause a 
rapid closing up of contracts, 

Apples are also improving in prices. No. 3. standards 
are quoted in this market this week at 70 cents, as against 65 
cents heretofore. 
on the other sizes. 


There are no changes to note in this market 


Spinach seems to be a little easier this week, and there 
is a slight decline -in it. 
String beans in this market have held the center of atten- 


‘tion during the past fortnight, for it suddenly developed 


this article that there was not the supply on hand that even 
the canners thought. So that there has been somewhat of a 
scramble to cover requirements, and the market is tending 
upwards as we write. 

The balance of the market remains practically without 
change, but the cheaper demand for canned goods, as 
representing cheaper means of living, is improving slowly. 
All this demand is having its effect and will ultimately place 
the market in a much better condition than now exists. It 
may be said that new consumers of canned goods are being 
gained every day. and each new devotee has an effect upon 
the total consumption, and is not to be disregarded, 

Canners’ metals and supplies are quiet, the canners having 
fallen into the habit of waiting until the last moment to order 
their necessary supplies for the coming season. 

‘Preparations for the coming packing season in the counties 
of the Eastern Shore already are being made, ani the signing of 
the contracts by farmers has begun.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook.

New York, February 23.—While the market has been 
broken by a holiday and has been somewhat dull during the past 
week there have been sales enough in most varieties to keep 
prices steady, though without any material change in any direc- 
tion. Conditions seem to be maintained at about such a pitch 
regardless of the season, though perhaps this assertion should 
be modified by the further statement that the market has im- 
proved in one way, increased inquiry is noted in all varieties, 
and buyers are expected to take hold with considerable more 
freedum during the coming few weeks. All things considered, 
the outlook for the next few weeks is encouraging, and higher 
prices may be looked for on substantially all leading varieties. 


Tomatoes.—According to those in position to know, canners 
who are offering goods under prices are throwing their stock 
away. The market is not over-supplied. In truth, if the re- 
ports of a considerable proportion of the canners can be 
accepted, there are too few to go around, and higher prices are 
expected, upon the fact that the shortage is of more consequence 
than has been thought. One large handler says that unless the 
jobbers produce a great many more than is estimated, the sup- 
ply is barely sufficient for two months more, when it is four to 
the delivery of new goods. Based upon this, large holders are 
asking up to 72%4c. outside, and in some instances as high as 
75c. for best goods. They need not care whether they sell it at 
the prices now asked or not. They will sell later, according to 
present indications for about what the holders choose to ask. 
Holdings everywhere are small and the sale is made up of small 
lots, principally because those holders who are in position to do 
so, will not now sell unless they obtain full prices. It seems as 
though there must be an advance and it must be something 
substantial, unless the men who are making estimates are wrong 
in their declarations. The market now is not as high as would 
be justified by the conditions known to exist. 


Corn.—Probably no holder has any too much corn, though 
of course some have more than others. The situation has not 
improved materially of late owing to lack of demand. But those 
dealers who are expecting to obtain corn for less money than 
they are paying now, will surely be disappointed. The supply 
of desirable quality and condition is so short that the market 
promises to be stronger than now, with possibly a substantial 
increase to go on top of what is now asked. Sales asa rule are 
light and prices are firmly maintained. The tendency is upward 
and sales will likely be made upon that basis in the future. 
This applies to both New York State pack and Southern varie- 
ties. Maine corn sells tuo slowly to make a market. Conditions 
have not changed in that variety so far a> the demand and price 
is concerned. Futures have sold slowly and probably nothing 
has really been done the past week. 


has been, with sales in small lots, at full quotations. The sup- 
ply is not especially liberal, and the tendency is naturally 
upward under these conditions. Nearly all holders are asking 
full outside figures. New York State stock is held firmly up to 
quotations, with sales in small quantities. 

Salmon.—Not much change has been reported in salmon,: 
though some liberal sales have been noted. Conditions remain 
substantially as heretofore, with an upward tendency, showing 
markedly upon small lots. There is a feeling that sales will 
likely increase some yet, though of course Lent has already 
given an impetus to trade in fish of all kinds, which has exerted 
its influence upon the salmon trade. Generally holders are 
determined to obtain full outside quotations and sales have been 
made in relatively small lots because of the impossibility of 
obtaining anything except small lots. Holders of large quanti- 
ties are not allowing their stocks to go without insisting upon 
full prices. 

Oysters.—The same observation holds good regarding 
prices. The supply has been short all winter and the market is 
firm. Lent has increased demand and prices are ranging up- 
ward. There is a feeling that full outside figures will be obtain- 
able upon all offerings, consequently holders show no disposi- 
tion to allow their stock to go at less than outside prices. 

Fruits.—Not much change is noted in the fruit market. 
All California varieties are held firmly up to quotations and 
sales have been made in small lots only. Nearly all holders are 
asking full outside quotations and the market feels the effect. 
Southern fruits are, to some extent, at least, controlled by the 
same factors, and the tendency of prices is upward. Holders 
are not urging goods, and in a majority of instances there is 
little to be said regarding the situation. Buyers take what they 
must have and holders are sufficiently indifferent not to urge 
the market. The condition works automatically to prevent free 
movement.

DO YOU USE A WIPED OR A NON-WIPED CAN? 


WHAT IS A WIPED CAN? 


Why it is simply a can which is wiped with cloths at and 
adjacent to the joints, while the can is fluid hot in the course of 
manafacture, thus removing part of the solder and tin coating 
from the can. 


There is an important difference between a wiped can and the 
non-wiped can such as I manufacture.

Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, February 23, IgI0. 

The North Pole.—Peary, Cook and others wasted much 
time and money looking for the North Pole; they should have 
waited, for it has located here in Chicago. We have had the 
longest, coldest, snowiest, blowiest winter experienced for 
many years. 

Not Such Bad Winds.—However, it is a bad wind that 
blows no one good, and the demand for canned foods will be 
greatly increased, as a lot of vegetables have been frozen. For 
illustration cabbage jumped from $18.00 a ton today to $38.00, 
so I am told, and is still soaring. 

Canned Apples.—Although canned goods are in fairly 
good demand, it is hard to establish an advance. Apples in 
No. 10 cans seem to always be on the verge of starting to 
advance, but never step over the verge. 

Work Begun.—The New York and several Michigan can- 
neries have begun work in Chicago, through specialty men, to 
gather up the crop of orders for 1910 canned goods. 

Maine Corn.—The Burnham & Morrill Co. named their 
price on Paris brand of canned corn this week, and it is as I pre- 
dicted last week in this column, viz: between goc. and 9§5c. 
In fact, exactly between or 92%c. per dozen f. o. b. Maine can- 
neries. Other canneries have named from 85c. to goc. privately, 
and the annual procession of Maine corn canners has begun. 
Why their brokers cannot sell their product for them without 
bringing the canners West at great expense and lugging them 
around to call on the buyers, I am unable to understand. 

No Future Tomatoes Offering.—But little interest is 
being taken in tomatoes. Maryland 1s asking 7oc. f. 0. b. can- 
nery, and Indiana is asking 75c. f. 0. b. cannery. No one is 
buying, however, at the prices, and buyers are rather hoping 
for offerings at five cents per dozen lower from both localities. 

Western Corn.—The western corn packers are firm in 
their views as to higher prices next year, and are putting out 
lists that are practically 65c. for standard, 75c. for extra stand- 
ard, and 85c. for fancy Country Gentleman corn f. o. b. 
cannery. 

Pea Prices.—The Wm. Larsen Canning Co. of Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, named a price on peas some time ago about the same 
as last year. This cannery packs their fancy grades of peas by 
the old fashioned method of hulling by hand. 

Salmon Situation Distressing.—What’s the use of talk- 
ing about the canned salmon market. There is no market. 
You cannot make a market without buyers and sellers, but 
there are no sellers, and for that matter no salmon. 

Future Salmon.—I understand that several of the big can- 
ners of salmon are this year refusing to take orders, subject to 
approval of price, but are merely proportioning out their pros- 
pective pack among old customers with the understanding that 
they will be taken care of. 


American Sardines.—The public seems to have become 
imbued with the idea that an American sardine, if the inside or 
tin box is enclosed in a pasteboard carton, is better than other- 
wise. 

These carton goods have, therefore, become popular and 
salable and scarce just now.

Deviled Crabs.—I understand that McMenamin deviled 
canned crabs are going to advance 1oc. per dozen next week.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 19, 1910. 


The announcement made last week in reference to the 
naming of prices on the 1910 pack of asparagus by Robert 
Hickmott can be supplemented this week by the news that 
practically every canner in the field has issued prices during 
the past few days and orders and confirmation of orders are 
now coming in. These prices are appearing earlier than is 
usually the case, it being often the rule to wait until canning 
operations are well under way before making this announce- 
ment. Last year the opening rates were made known early 
in April and the year before it was a month later than that. 
With none of the pack of last season on hand and with a 
list of prices practically identical with the list in force last 
season there seemed to be no particular reason for a further 
delay and prices were named earlier than had been planned. 
Last season a cut of 15 cents was made shortly after the 
season opened and taking this cut into consideration this sea- 
son’s prices are almost the same as those named in 1909. The 
quotations as put forth by the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, and followed by most of the othr packers are as 
follows:

From a visit a week ago to several of the beds in the 
Stockton district the conclusion is reached that the pack this 
year will be larger than it was last season, both from the fact 
that a greater acreage will come into bearing this year, and 
that the beds seem to be in a better condition. Tast season 
rains fell almost continually during January and February and 
then ceased almost entirely. This season the rains have been 
scattered and packing is expected to be commenced earlier 
than usual. ‘The warm weather of the past two weeks has 
greatly favored growing and the sprouts are commencing to 
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come out in fine shape. Fresh asparagus is in the market, 
but this is mostly from especially favored fields and from 
beds where forcing has been done. ‘This is now selling in 
the San Francisco market at from 35 cents to 45 cents a pound. 
The growers are expecting to receive from 31% cents to 4 cents 
for their product this season, about the same as paid by 
canners last season. i 

The Griffith-Durney Co. has issued its list of prices for 
the 1910 pack of asparagus put up by the West Coast Aspara- 
gus Company at its cannery at Holt, Roberts Island, San 
Joaquin County. The list is similar to that put out by the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association with an addition in the 
line of ungraded asparagus in No. 2% tins, this being prices 
at $1.75. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has also put 
forth a revised price list of its canned fruits, but in this no 
changes in prices are made, some varieties being cut out and 
others added to the previous list. The following fruits have 
been omitted on account of a scarcity of stock, Apples, No. 3 
Extras; Apricots, No. 2% Extras; Blackberries, No. 2% 
Extras; Grapes, No. 2% Extras, Yellow Freestone Peaches, 
No. 24% Extras; Pears, No. 2 Extras; Apples, No. 2% Pie; 
Apricots, No. 24% Standards and Seconds; Grapes, No. 2% 
Water and Pie; Lemon Cling Peaches, sliced, and White 
Heaths No. 2%4 Standards: Apples, No. 8 Water, and Grapes 
No. 8 Extra Standard. ‘The following additions have been 
made to,the list just superseded: White Heath Peaches No. 
2% Extra Standard, and the same variety, sliced, No. 3 Extras, 
and No, 2% Extras and Extra Standards; Royal Ann Cherries 
No. 2% Water, and White Cherries the same grade; White 
Heath Peaches No. 2%4 Seconds; Apricots, peeled, No. 8 Extra 
Standard and No. 8 Standard. Blackberries, No. 8 Water; 
Black Cherries, No. 8 Standard; White Heath Peaches, No. 8 
Pie and Pears, No. 8 Standard and Water. 

Farmers in the Haywards district are enthusiastic over the 
crop outlook and state that the rains have fallen just as they 
were needed. ‘The pea crop looks especially well and canning 
can be commenced this season earlier than usual. lrepara- 
tions are being made for putting in a large acreage of tomatoes 
in the San Lorenzo and Mt. Eden districts. 

The opening prices on peas are still being withheld and 
prices on asparagus have been named first, but the pea prices 
are promised within a few days. 

A large shipment of canned salmon will be made to New 
York this week on the American ship Shenandoah. Stocks on 
hand in this market are very limited at the present time. 

The Bayside Cannery, at Alviso, has leased a tract of 120 
acres and will plant the whole of it to tomatoes the coming 
season. 

Great preparations are being made for the opening of the 
Alaskan salmon canneries in the spring and the announcement 
is made that not only will every one of the older established 
plants be operated but two new ones will be ready for the 
season’s operations, one-on Cook Inlet and another at the 
mouth of the Alsek, which is being erected by the Stelias 
Packing Company. ‘The Alaska Fishermen’s Union, with

A PACKERS’ SELLING AGENCY. 


A Reader Suggests That Canners Pool Their Stocks and Fight 
for a Price That Yields a Fair Profit. 
THE TRADE, 
Baltimore. 

Gentlemen: Will vou kindly send me vour advertising rates, 
per inch? 1 am thinking of advertising some of my products in 
your trade journal and, also, in other trade journals. 

“Wrangler” has come very near hitting the bull’s eve in his 
article dated Chicago, January 19, 1910.) I agree with him that 
the packers do not advertise their products sufficiently in the trade 
journals that fight the battles for them. Yet, on the other hand, 
the packers who seek to mould public opinion in faver of their 
goods must by necessity go to the magazines and to the daily papers 
that are read by the women of the household—the real buyers of 
canned goods and vegetables. 

The packer, however, if he wishes to get the attention, at 
least occasionally, of some of the jobbers who take the trade pa- 


pers, should advertise therein. If the publishers of the canner’s 
journal would make it a point to get every jobber and every per- 
son in the grocery line, in the United States, as their subscribers 
it would be a great incentive to the packers, particularly to those 
that manufacture specialties, to advertise their goods in the regu- 
lar canners’ trade papers. 

One- thing that should come before the convention by all 
means is a method, and the means following the method, to put 
the packer in a position so that he may sav what his goods are 
worth and obtain the price—or very near that price. As the mat- 
ter stands now, the packer is “cussed” for producing low quality, 
while the buyer is not willing to pay the price for the high qual- 
itv. We is “cussed” when the crop is short, for not making full 
delivery, and is compelled to go into the market (if he is re- 
sponsible) and buy goods to make up the shortage. On the other 
hand, it too often oceurs that the jobber refuses goods offered by 
the packer when there is a good size pack put up, and not always 
justly is the rejection made, so that the packer is “Between the 
Devil and the deep blue sea.” He will be either scorched or he 
will be drowned, and he won't be in any better position until 
enough of the packers, collectively, join hands financially so that 
they can command a sufficient amount of capital to market their 
products and compel the buyers of their manufactured article to 
do their part as well as they expect the packer to do his part. 

The packers are not all angels by any means: neither do they 
helong to the hoofed, horned and pitchfork fraternity... They are 
a pretty respectable Jot, taken all in all, and would. be respected 
by those they do business with if they had capital and manage- 
ment to command the respect of their patrons and the public. 

One of the faults of the packing fraternity is, that there 
are too many little country packers who do not know what it costs 
to pack goods; who buy their supplies from brokers and market 
their products through the small broker: who are often pushed

By all means urge the packing fraternity t6 get together in 
a financial way; pooling their interests and selling their product 
to a holding concern. ‘There is no violation of Anti-Trust law in 
this business because the Federal Government itself recognizes the 
necessity of permitting railroad and all other transportation com- 
panies to pool their interests and fix prices at which they are able 
to carry on the business and pay dividends to their stockholders. 
There is nothing to fear in proper organization. 

The old “Gentlemen-Agreement™ arrangement is of no value, 
simply because the packer is too ready to believe that his com- 
petitor has cut the price and done the business, while nine times 
out of ten had the packer who hears the story made a careful 
investigation before mecting the price, he would have found that 
the alleged irregulation had not been committed at all. So that 
the only remedy is to get together in a financial way, so that there 
can be no disastrous price cutting.

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change in composition as the result of canning. ‘The fuel value 
per pound of the canned product is 455 calories, which, with 
the exception of baked bans and sweet potatoes, is the highest 
heat or combustion of any of the canned vegetables examined 
by the department. This-high fuel value‘is due principally to 
the large percentage of carbohydrates present in the product. 
lt appears, therefore, that canned corn compares very favor- 
ably in nutritive value with the various kinds of canned vege- 
tables commonly found on the market.” 

Dr. A. W. Bitting, of Lafayette, Ind., special agent of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, says of canned corn 
that “in addition to the actual food value, there is always the 
appetizing effect, which cannot be measured chemically. Many 
things which we eat are not very nourishing in themselves, 
but which are pleasing to the taste, give a relish to other foods 
and thus indirectly help digestion. Corn possesses such a 
property in addition to its real food value.” 


FUTURES, AND HOW MUCH OF AN ESTIMATED 
PACK TO SELL. 


Address by T. C. Clayton, Delivered at the Meeting of the 
National Canners’ Association, Feb. 10th, 1910. 


Mr. Chairman: The question I have under consideration is 
one that confronts every canner or packer of canned goods, espe- 
cially fruits and vegetables, for we all know that in selling futures 
that a short crop means a short pack. 

And there are not many that like to be short in the end of 
the packing season on goods to deliver, for if you have not the 
goods the buyer wants them bad, especially if the market is strong 
and getting better. My experience is that a packer can sell one- 
fourth of his estimated pack of tomatoes, provided, however, if 
he can sell them for what he knows will give him a fair profit. 


If he has to sell futures at cost or a small margin and chances 
are nine times out of ten when he thinks he has a little profit it 
all vanishes like a June frost in the hot sunshine. 

He had better wait and take chances after the packing season 
is over. One good thing in selling futures is it don’t place the 
entire pack on the market at one time. For if it does, low prices 
are sure to follow. 1 would like to hear from some of you older 
packers on this subject, as I have only been in the business four 
years and on a small scale at that. One of our worst troubles to 
contend with is in contracting for all of the tomatoes you could 
well take care of, and then the growers fail to put out any. 

Thanking you for listening to a Southwest Missouri Hill- 
billy, and wishing you all a prosperous year, I bid you all adieu. 


OPENING FOR A CANNERY. 


On the Minidoka irrigation project, in Idaho, which the 
United States Reclamation Service has about completed, a 
public auction will be held on April 8, at which time 200 
acres embraced in the Government town site of Rupert will 
be sold. ‘This land has been subdivided into town lots and 
appraised at $25 to $75 each. 

Rupert is a growing town with a present population of 
000. ‘The rapid development of the 60,000 acres of agri- 
cultural land surrounding the town and the completion of 
new lines of railroad through the valley, warrant the pre- 
diction that this will eventually become a city with a popu- 
lation of several thousand people. 

There is need at this time for a cannery to take care 
of the diversified products of the soil. On the Minidoka 
project there are 132,000 acres of irrigable land which is sub- 
divided into 2,000 farms, upon each of which today a family 
is residing. A large portion of the irrigable area is adapted 
to the cultivation of a superior quality of garden vegetables 
and small fruits, and the opportunity for the establishment 
of a cannery is regarded as exceptional. 

The Statistician of the Reclamation Service at Wash- 
ington, D. C., will be glad to furnish, upon request, de- 
tailed information concerning this country, its resources, and 
the terms of sale of town lots.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Have you digested thoroughly the many points of import- 
ance touched upon in the addresses at Atlantic City, as pub- 
lished in last week’s issue of this paper? 


Now that the Convention is over, we learn that the canners 
are busy making contracts with their growers for this summer’s 
crop of vegetables of the various kinds. 


Last year, when a correspondent said in these pages, that 
the growers or farmers had the canners ‘‘Buffaloed,’’ as regards 
the growing of tomatoes, Mr. Messenger took exception to the 
remarks and went on to show that there was very little in it for 
the growers, raising tomatoes at 15c. per basket or $9 per ton. 


He should know, but it remains a fact that the host of can- 
ners differ with him. We have had quite a number say to us 
» that the ‘‘little in it’’ applied, instead, to the canner of toma- 
toes at such prices. Right in his immediate section of the Pen- 
insula many growers of tomatoes gathered from 10 to 14 tons of 
tomatoes to the acreage last season. In fact we believe the 
average of that whole section would be above g tons to the acre 
last season. Of course the year was above the average in this 
respect ; but the point we wish to make is that the growers 
know the value of the tomato crop, and know full well that it is 
the best crop they handle. 


This being the case, can any one believe that the growers 
will carry out their bluff not to touch tomatoes for less than 
$9 perton? We do not blame the growers for getting all they 
cau for their crops; but we do blame the canners for not stand- 
ing more together, and for not taking better care of their own 
business. If the canners would show anything like a solid 
front, we believe they could get just as many tomatoes as they 
want for $7 per ton. 


Of course the trouble is that one or two large concerns 
start to contract at 15 cents per basket, or $9 per ton, and the 
grower uses this as a leverage to raise the price all over. We 
understand that one or two large firms in Dorchester County 
are now contracting for tomatoes at this price; and the fact has 
brought a number of canners to our office to protest. 


What the canners should do is to call a meeting of their 
Association, or rather of all the canners of that section, whether 
members or not, and talk the matter over. In the majority of 
cases the factories are so separated that anything like a united 
stand on the canners’ part would compel the growers to come 
to terms ; for all growers cannot sell to these high bidders, the 
distance they would have to haul their crop making it impossi- 
ble. Those canners who do not attend such a meeting would 
be notified of the action, and we believe they would only too 
gladly join such a movement. The farmers can stand together 
and show some backbone, why cannot the canners? 


You know that it is no secret that tomatoes have been 
grown for $4.00 per ton for the canners; and, the lesson that 
the Delaware growers learned last season in refusing to contract, 
allowing their tomatoes to come on the open market, will not 
soon be forgotten. The growers doing this, in many instances, 
hardly realized $5 per ton for their open market tomatoes. 

The meat in the nut is that the growers know there is bet- 
ter money in tomatoes, as acrop, than anything they can put 
on their land, and they are not going to drop them. On the 
other hand the canners know that they cannot pay $9.00 per ton 
for tomatoes, and pack their cans full of tomato meat, as the 
Government is going to make them do this coming year, and 
come out even on it. 


Another matter in connection with this question. The con- 
tracts as drawn now seem very loose, allowing the growers to 
bring in all kinds and conditions of tomatoes and sell them at 
the top prices. The canners should look closely at this this 
year; make their contracts read ‘‘sound, ripe tomatoes,’’ and 
then make the growers live up to them, or refuse to accept the 
goods. Anything seems to go at present under these tomato 
contracts, and if the canner accepts, the canner places himself 
in danger of the Pure Food Law. 

Section 7, Part 6, under the National Food and Drugs Act, 
June 30th, 1906, reads: ‘‘If it consists in whole or in part of 
a filthy, decomposed or putrid animal or yegetable substance, 
etc., etc.’’ And under the Food Standards adopted by the. 
Bureau of Chemistry, which has the enforcement of this Law, 
we find canned vegetables described as follows: ‘‘Canned vege- 
tables are sound, properly matured and prepared fresh vege- 
tables, with or without salt, sterilized by heat, with or without 
previous cooking in vessels from which they take up no metallic 
substance, kept in suitable, clean, hermetically sealed contain- 
ers, are sound and conform in name tothe vegetables used in 
their preparation.”’ 


Note that if the tomatoes are ‘‘in whole or in part’’ filthy 
or decomposed (rotten) the law is being broken, and the canner 
will be held accountable. For this reason the canner is com- 
pelled to accept only such tomatoes as are sound and whole and 
in good condition. If other kinds are found in his possession, 
his goods naturally come under suspicion, and they will un- 
doubtedly be proceeded against this coming season. 

So that it is of the utmost importance that the canners draw 


their contracts this year so that they can compel the delivery of 


first-class tomatoes and other products. Anything other than 
this should not be accepted from the grower under the contracts; 
and the grower should be made to haul them back and dump 
them. The growers should be strongly impressed with this fact, 
so that when the time of delivery arrives there will be no mis- 
understandings. 

These remarks do not apply to tomatoes only; they cover 
the whole list of canners’ products; and now that contracts are 
being made this requirement should be kept in mind.

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I wish in the first place to put myself on record as not 
posing as an authority. \What | may have to say is based 
entirely upon the discoveries that | have made in the past 
in determining—in the hopes of determining—the direct cause 
why certain cans of tomatoes develop springers. Regarding 
springers, this must not be confused with swells. In the 
case of a springer the contents are absolutely good and whole- 
some. The worst that can be said against the springer is 
that it is objectionable in the eyes of the consumer. When 
packers first concentrated their energies in one direction, 
namely, as to his pack, paying practically no or but little at- 
tention in regard to keeping the tomatoes whole, springers 
were practically unknown. ‘loday the condition is changed. 
Jobbers as well as retailers demand that No. 3 fancy toma- 
toes be picked in red ripe fruit, and of absolutely or prac- 
tically whole tomatoes. In case the packer fails to meet any 
of these requirements, his pack is immediately classed as 
standard. When the packer first atttempted to meet these 
demands, he soon realized and saw the development of 
springers, and he believed that the cause was entirely local. 
And not until it became known that others were expefienc- 
ing the same difficulty did he realize the situation. It was 
then that many reasons were given as to the cause, some 
claiming that we were filling the cans too full, others that it 
was due to lack of sufficient process, while some attributed 
the cause to defective or can leaks. If filling the cans too 
full is the cause, why then do we not find springers in num- 


ber tens as well as nuniber threes? Cértainly” We are filling 
number tens as full as threes, yet complaints from springers 
from numbers tens are unknown. I agree that it is possible to 
cause a springer by filling the cans too full, but I do not 
believe that many springers. are, due directly to that cause. 

We cannot attribute the cause to defective or leaky cans, 
or it would not be possible to simply heat and vent the cans 
in order to return them to merchantable condition, which 
work can be deferred to mect the convenience of the packer, 
as springers carry indefinitely with no danger of developing 
swells. 

If, then, the fundamental cause is not found in filling 
the cans too full, lack of sufficient process, or from defective 
or can leaks, what then is the direct cause? Let us consider 
for a moment the question of insufficient sterilization of the 
seeds, as from the many tests that I have made with sealed 
registered thermometers, where temperatures are a_ pure 
conjecture, I think that sufficient heat does not reach the 
center of the can and especially the seeds at that point. | 
believe that a great many packers are today processing the 
fancy threes even for a shorter length of time than the stand- 
ards, when one’s better judgment should tell him that when 
we fill cans full and pack them solid immediately an allow- 
ance should be given in order that the center of the can be 
sterilized and especially the seeds at that point. ‘The life 
of the cherry and the plum is found in the pit, and the life of 
the tomato is found in the seed. ‘These are hearty. ‘They 
are not easily killed by freezing, for that is proven in that 
we often find tomatoes growing in the Spring in and about 
our factories. Neither are these seeds easily killed by heat, 
as I have found that a cook of twenty minutes is sufficient 
for tomatoes if we carefully remove the seeds, while placing 
seeds in other cans and processing the same length of time, 
it requires but a short time for the development of springers.

. HOW TO INCREASE THE CONSUMPTION OF 


CANNED GOODS.

Put merit in the can. Give the people their méney’s 
worth. Place the business upon a basis of reliability by put- 
ting manufacturers on honor and arousing their spirit of en- 
thusiasm as to quality and not the quantity of their goods, 
and instead of “how cheap,” let them say “how good” can I 
pack ? 

Have all packers put their own labels on their goods 
and their own names on the labels and let the label stand for 
the truth as to quality. If jobbers want to put their labels 
on canned goods, let them start canneries and accept the 
bad with the good and take the risks of manufacturing as well 
as the profits. 

Nail yvour flag to the mast and let your goods go out 
under your own guarantee and label, and keep the credit, 
honor and profit yourself. Do not let someone steal it from 
you by buying your goods unlabeled. 

Buy and use good materials, extra-coated tinplate, good, 
strong, clean cases, neat labels and use good taste. Remem- 
ber that canned goods are judged by their external appear- 
ance largely, as you cannot tell what,is in a can until you 
destroy it. Retail grocers want nice cases and nice labels 
on display in their stores. 

It is, of course, essential for you to pack cheap grades 
roods, but put them on the market for what they are.

If you cannot 
yourself lecture, get the buyer of the wholesale house which 
represents your goods to do so. Pay the expense out of your 
advertising appropriations. Demonstrations in stores or at 
expositions are of little value. People pass hurriedly and do 
not remember the brand. 

A lecture impresses the brand and quality upon the mem- 
ory. Educate the teeming foreign-born population, now com- 
ing into this country at the rate of one million a year, how to 
use canned goods. They do not know. 

Go to their meetings and demonstrate the excellence and 
economy of your products by preparing and serving them. 
Tell them where the goods are to be obtained and at what 
prices retailed.

Our Italians live on macaroni. ‘leach them how to eat 
baked beans. Our Russians eat quantities of rye bread. ‘Teach 
them how to prepare and use canned corn and peas. 

Get the privilege of lecturing and demonstrating before 
the schools and invite parents to be present and make the 
lectures interesting. 

You have bookkeepers, superintendents, processors and 
others whom you employ all the year round and whose sal- 
aries, like Patti’s, go on whether they sing or not all during 
the winter. Put them in training for an advertising campaign 
in the dull months and let them do the work described. 

Help your trade paper by putting in an advertisement 
occasionally in order to reach the retailer, but the consumer 
is the altogether desirable citizen you need; go after him and 
keep him moving until you catch him, 

Ilelp the retailer to introduce your goods. Get up a 
nice little pamphlet, giving the retail prices of your goods 
and illustrated with a picture of your factory and cuts or 
pictures of your cans. Print the retailer’s name on the 
pamphlet and help him to distribute them to his own trade, 
not to his competitor’s trade. ‘This last suggestion is very 
important. 

Get a good, profitable price for your goods. If you can- 
not get it from one ,house, try another. If you cannot get it 
from wholesale buyers, send your factory employes in dull 
season out to sell the output to the retail trade and turn the 
orders over to a local jobber to be filled. The profit will give 
you some margin for advertising and pushing your goods 
with the consumers. 


This is a co-operative suggestion all throughout its length 
and breadth. It takes work to build up a great industry— 


team work—and packers should stand together like a granite 
wall to promote the sale of their products. Work, enthusiasm, 
industry are the “slogans.” If only five hundred packers 
would take hold of the effort as I have described and work, 
what a world of good could be accomplished, and, like the 
man who went out to hunt the bear and found one, you would 
find conditions reversed and that consumers would be hunting 
you and your goods. 


THE SIZE OF THE CAN. 


Editor Ohio State Journal: 


The writer noticed in an article in your paper of the 3rd 
inst. under the heading of “$2500. Given to Food Problems,” 
that, in the discussion in the house of representatives, Mr. 
Iluber, from Defiance, quoted figures showing the prices of 
canned goods had not advanced. Your reporter goes further 
and states that he omitted to say that the cans aren't as big 
as they used to be. 

Now we know of no change in the size of the cans dur- 
ing the ten years we have been in the packing business, pack- 
ing peas, corn and tomatoes, which are mostly packed in No. 
1,2 and 3 cans. We do not think this is fair to the industry, 
as it leaves the impression that the canner gauges his price 
according to the amount put in the cans. In fact, there is a 
standard for all these goods, and canners try to come up to 
that in order to be equal with the other fellow in showing 
his goods. We think it only fair that you correct this state- 
ment, which we believe you will do. 

We also think it would be of interest to the canning in- 
dustry if the canners would solicit public inspection of the 
plants and goods, as the time has come when goods can be 
and are packed by factories in just as sanitary a way as can 


be done by the average housewife. It is frequently said by

Stated Weight On Oyster Cans. 


Washington.—Representative Gill, of Maryland, has intro- 
duced in the house a bill of interest to oystermen and shippers 
of oysters. Mr. Gill, who represents a district largely interested 
in the oyster trade, expects to push his bill this session of con- 
gress, and is quite confident he will be able to get it through. 

The bill provides ‘‘that from and after the first day of 
October, 1910, hermetically sealed oysters put in hermetically 
sealed cans and cooked in the process kettle shall be deemed to 
be misbranded under the food and drugs act approved June 30, 
1906, unless there shal) appear upon each can or other receptacle 
containing such oysters, in such manner as shall be prescribed 
by the rules and regulations hereinafter provided for, the net 
weight of the oyster meat in said can or other receptacle: Pro- 
vided, that no can or other receptacle of hermetically sealed 
oysters shall be deemed to be misbranded if the net weight of 
the oyster meat contained in said can or other receptacle shall 
not be less than 95 per centum of the weight stated on said can 
or other receptacle: And provided further, that the system of 
weights and measures authorized and now in use in the custom 
houses of the United States shall be the standard for the determ- 
ination and marking of the net weight of the oyster meat con- 
tained in said cans or other receptacle.’’ 

The bill also provides that the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor are to formulate uniform rules and regulations for 
carrying out the provisions of the act.
